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COUNTY CONVENTIONS. 





EXTRACTS FROM THE GENERAL LAWS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

The County Convention shall consist of the representa- 
tives of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the 
second Wednesday of the June session of the General Court, 
or other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors bien- 
nially, one each from the two leading political parties, for the 
two years next following, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the accounts of the county commissioners and county treas- 
Uren? ccc. 

The County Commissioners shall furnish said auditors all 
the aid and information required by them in the performance 
of their duties, and shall recommend to the county convention 
the sum necessary to be raised for the county for each of the 
two years ensuing, stating in detail the objects and purposes 
for which the money is to be appropriated and applied. 

The County Convention for each county shall, during the 
session of the Legislature, raise or grant a county tax for its 
county for two years; but the tax for each year shall be voted 
separately for that year, and shall be collected for the year 
in which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailer, the physician, the clerk of the 
court, the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, 
and the superintendent of the county farm, of each county, 
shall make up their reports, Separately, to May first, annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
said month of May, and said reports shall be distributed as 
now provided by law. 

‘The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
‘summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
‘the county, for the current year, ending as aforesaid, and the 
report of the superintendent of the county farm hall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, and the number of weeks each was so supported; and 
also, a statement of the average cost per week for each pauper, 
with an explanation of the basis upon which said calculation 
was made. 





COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


TO THE LEGISLATIVE COUNTY CONVENTION: 


In compliance with the laws of New Hampshire we sub- 
mit the following report of the county matters in our care, 
including the report of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and House of Correction, Physician and Chaplains, 
Sheriff and Jailers, Solicitor, Clerk of the Supreme Court and 
Treasurer of Rockingham County. 

There have been no heavy extra expenses the past year ; 
generally the year has been favorable, resulting in another 
reduction of the weekly cost of supporting the inmates at the 
County Farm. Also, a large payment has been made on the 
county debt, as will be seen by the treasurer’s report. 

The House and Farm in their various departments have 
been conducted by Superintendent Scott and wife with their 
usual efficient management and discipline. The inmates have 
been well cared for, and’ a careful regard maintained for the 
interests of the county. 

There are a large number of children in the House, for 
whom three terms of school have been kept, taught by Miss 
A. 5. Tucker, of Portsmouth. The school was very success- 
ful and met the approval of the superintending school commit- 
tee of the town. 

With their usual faithfulness, Drs. Burnham and Spauld- 
ing have continued to care for the sick and insane. Religious 
services have been held regularly by Chaplains Newhall and 
Ober, and by City Missionary Loyne of Portsmouth. 

Several persons have kindly contributed books, papers, 
cards, etc., during the year: among others we would acknowl- 
edge a liberal donation from Col. William H. Hackett. 
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With the concurrence of the Treasurer, we would recom=- 
mend that the following appropriations be made for the year 
1882, and the same for the year 1883 :

PHYSICIANS REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY: 


Gentlemen: In compliance to custom, we present the elev- 
enth annual report of the medical department and _ sanitary 
condition of the County Almshouse, House of Correction and 
Insane Asylum for the past year. At intervals during the 
year there has been considerable sickness among the inmates 
of the institution, though no epidemic has prevailed; the dis- 
eases being such as are common among the class of people 
gathered here. The mortality rate has not been as high as 
that of the previous year. The mortality has been confined 
mostly to the aged and those of shattered constitutions. Sev- 
eral, when admitted, had fatal diseases preying upon them and 
soon died. The death rate among such must necessarily be 
high. The entire buildings have been sufficiently heated, 
properly ventilated and kept in that degree of cleanliness con- 
ducive to the comfort and health of the inmates. The usual 
good management of the institution has been well sustained. 

The sick and insane. have been well cared for, and their con- 
dition made as comfortable as possible. There are now in 
the Insane Asylum forty-seven patients, a decrease of ten since 
last report, males fifteen, females thirty-two. The insane, 
mostly chronic cases, are apparently contented and as com- 
fortable as they could anywhere be. 

There have been five births and twenty-one deaths in the in- 
stitution during the past year:

To THE CHAIRMAN AND BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


Gentlemen :—It becomes my duty, and I have the honor, 
to respectfully submit to you my fifth annual report of crimi- 
nal matters connected with this office, up to and including 
date. 

At the submitting of my report one year ago to-day, there 
were confined in the jail at Portsmouth 8 prisoners, and at 
the Exeter jail 4 prisoners. | 

Since then, and to the date hereof, there have been com- 
mitted at Portsmouth 71 prisoners, and to the jail in Exeter 
28 prisoners, for the various offences hereinafter noted, viz. :

The expenses of the jails, as made in this year’s report of 
the Commissioners, include 13 months, inasmuch as_ the 
month of April of last year was not rendered in time for pub- 
lication in that report. It will be seen, however, that not- 
withstanding this, the outlay is materially less—as follows :

The Court expenses (including my own salary, $300.00) 
have increased from $2,263.08 in last year’s report, to $2,661- 
.55 in this year’s report. This increase is accounted for by the 
fact that the Treasurer and Commissioners have included in 
this report the expense ($840.92) of the term of court now 
in session; otherwise the exhibit would show a reduction of 
Court expenses (Sheriff, deputies, &c.) of $442.45. 

Advantageous repairs have been made at both jails, such 
as were absolutely needed for the protection of the property, 
and a new brick sidewalk laid in Portsmouth, as authorized by 
the city. 

At the disaster of the burning of Kearsarge Mills the 
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property was in great danger, and the force pump and hose 
supplied by the Commissioners two years since came in active 
play and paid a thousand fold interest. Although of small 
size and force, this is the second time it has been effective. 

City Missionary Loyne officiates at the Sabbath day exer- 
cises. The following named ladies and gentlemen have kindly 
contributed appropriate reading matter for the Portsmouth 
jail: Mrs. Albert L. Jones, Miss Elizabeth Pearson, Mrs. John 
T. French, Mr. and Mrs. John Sise, Col. William H. Hack- 
ett, Rev. Mr. Elwyn, Edward P. Kimball, Esq., Hon. Wm. 
H. Sise, Lewis W. Brewster, Esg., Mrs. O. M. Knight, Ezra 
H. Winchester, Esq., and last, though not least, Alfred W. 
Haven, Esq., who, when able, always makes a Sunday morn- 
ing call. 

It will be observed that the number of ‘‘drunks” commit- 
ted to Portsmouth jail are in excess of last year. These were 
made up, principally, of non-resident tramps, who begged 
money and got drunk and disorderly, expecting to be sent to 
Brentwood, where they had found a winter’s home before. Po- 
lice Justice Batchelder, however, prevented the carrying out of 
their intentions and gave them ‘‘jail sentence,” and when dis- 
charged, the Supreme Justice has remitted their costs on the 
provision that they leave the State permanently. 

As to the sanitary condition of the jail, I refer you to the 
physician’s report, which I make a part of this; and I append 
and make also a part hereof the report of Deputy-jailer 
Hoyt, at Exeter. 


‘‘At the expiration of another year it is my duty to report 
the condition of the jail at Portsmouth and its inmates during 
the past year. | 
There is little of interest to report, save that the sanitary 
condition of the institution has been good. No severe or pro- 
tracted sickness, and no deaths. These fortunate results come, 
no doubt, of cleanliness, proper healthful food, and careful, 
judicious oversight generally, inthe management of the insti- 
tution.

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COUNTY TREASURERS REPORT. 


To THE CouUNTY COMMISSIONERS FOR THE County of Rocxk- 
INGHAM: 


Gentlemen: My report for the year ending May 1, 1881, 
herewith submitted, shows a reduction of the debt amounting 
to $27,700.71. There will be money in the Treasury to pay 
the $29,600 bonds due in October, but it will be necessary to 
make a temporary loan before the year is ended. This can be 
done, and the notes be paid when the tax for 1882 is due. A 
small appropriation for the years 1882 and 1883 for that pur- 
pose would easily wipe out any floating debt that it may be 
found necessary to create this year. In making your estimates 
for the amount necessary to be appropriated for the years 1882 
and 1883, it will not be safe to base them upon the expendi- 
tures for the year just ended. The Court expenses for the 
year have been unusually small. The Jury Pay Rolls and 
the State Pay Rolls together amount to $5,216.06. For five 
years preceding this the average per year has been $10,686.66. 
If several of the most important criminal cases had not been 
disposed of the past year without a Jury trial the court expenses 
must have come up to the average.
